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JL HAT all poor perfons, fingle or married, 
without families, who are unable to maintain 
themfelves, be taken into the houfe, and not 
fupported out of it by any fettled allowance or 
pen Bon. 

II. 

That all poor perfons, whofe families are too 
large to be maintained by their own labour, may 
offer one or more of their children to be received 
into the houfe, at the difcretion of the weekly 
committee. 

A 2 III. That 
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III. 

That orders for admiflion into the houfe be 
made by a committee only ; except in cafualties^ 
or fudden illncfs fubfequent to the laft committee, 
when an immediate admittance may be necef- 
fary : in fuch cafes (and in fuch only), two diredt- 
prs, or adling guardians, may give an order for 
the fame on any other day ; as may the furgeon 
alone, in cafes which happen in the night; with 
the further exception, that perfons fent by order 
of removal, or ^by a vagrant pafs, be immedi- 
ately received, without any other authority ; but 
that the perfons thus admitted be repor^pd to 
the next committee.

IV. 

That poor perfons received into the houfe, 
for temporary relief only, fhall not be deprived 
of their houlhold goods, furniture or other pro- 
perty.

fary, order, in writing, a reafonable fum, not 
exceeding the ufual earnings of the fick perfon, 
after ihc rate of one ihilling a day for a man, and

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fo for others in proportion, as a temporary fup- 
port till the next weekly committee ; to which 
the overfeer of the refpe<5live parifli muft in 
perfon report the circumftances, and receive 
diredlions for the farther relief of the pauper ; 
and (to be entitled to the allowance of the fum 
ordered on the fettling of his accounts) muft, at 
the fame time, return the faid order for confirm- 
ation, by being figned by the chairman.

That all cafual poor, relieved by the order of 
a diredlor, or afting guardian, Ihall, on the re- 
port of the furgeon at the next weekly commit- 
tee, be ordered into the houfe, or relieved out 
of it, as ihall appear expedient for the health of 
the patient.

That the weekly committee, on application of 
an overfeer, may grant monthly relief out of the 
houfe to the families of men impreffed into the

mitteej each direftor of that month ndt being 
prefent, fhall forfeit twenty shillings — and 
every fuch ading guardian^ tsn shillings* 

ii. 

That a chairman be chofen, by every c6ni- 
mittee, to^'prefide and regulate the proceedings; 
and every member of any committee, who fhall 
not appear in the committee-room within half an 
hour of the time appointed for their meeting, 
fliall, if a diredor, forfeit four shilling^ — if 
an ading guardian, two shillings — in cale 
fuch default fhall delay the proceeding to bufi- 
nefs : and no member (under the fame penalty) 
&all leave the committee while fittings without 

leave 



and other provi&ons brought into the houfe be 
wholefome and agreeable to the contract— whe- 
ther there be any infe&ious diforder in the houfe 
— and whether the poor want necelTary clothing, 
&c. or have any juft matter of complaint — and 
fliall make'report of fuch things as they think fit, 
which fhall be entered in the committee-book: 
and the faid weekly committee fliall^ once in 
every month, give diretftions for the quantity of 
meat to be brought into the houfe for the ufe of 
the paupers : fhall have a bill of fare laid before 
it the firft week in every month, to be figned by 
the chairman ; and that one or more members 
fhall fee the meat weighed, and report the weight 
and quality thereof to the rell of the committee. 

LIII. 

That the chairman of every weekly committee 
fhall, as often as there may be caufe, make com- 
plaint to fome magiftrate, againft fuch overfeers 
D as 
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as may negleft to vifit and appear at the Houfe of 
Induftfy, in behalf of any poor perfon applying 
for, and (landing in need of, relief t and that 
the feveral penalties on diredlors and afting 
guardians, as well as thofe on churchwardens, 
and other perfons liable thereto, ihali be impar- 
tially fued for by the refpe<ftive committees. 

LIV. 

That oftediredlorahd one afting guardian of the 
rommittee of the preceding month, fliall attend 
the two firft meetings of the next month, to ex- 
plain the proceedings of the laft to the fitting 
committee, and otherwife affift it as far as they 
are able ; and that the adding guardian to attend 
fuch meetings, fhall be determined by ballot 
among the five adting guardians of the fame 
committee ; and that the diredtors, and fuch 
afting guardians fo to be chofen by ballot, not 
attending, fhall be fubjedl to the fame penalties 
as are now in force (by virtue of the aft of par- 
liament or any bye-law), for non-attendance on 
a weekly committee : that no weekly committee 
fliall be permitted to break up before one o'clock 
—and that this order be fixed up, over the chim« 
ney-piece, in the committee-room. 

LV. 

That a book fhall, at all times, lie open in the 
committee-room, with pen and ink at hand ; tbat 
in cafe any diredlor, or guardian, or other per-, 
fons^ vifiting the houfe occafionally» fhall per« 

ceivo 
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ceive any thing improper, or can fuggeft any 
thing for the benefit of the inftitution, they may 
write their thoughts or obfervations therein, that 
the weekly committee may confider the fame, 
and make report (if it fee proper) to the next 
meeting, to be held for the purpofe of noaking 
bye-iaws. 

LVl. 

That if the direftors and ading guardians 
fliall refufe or negledt to hold any annual or 
quarterly meeting.; every dired:or or a<3:ing 
guardia^n, failing in his duty in this refpedl (if 
in the iiland)^ fhali forfeit the fum of forty 
fhillings. 

LVII. 

That on the Saturday immediately preceding 
every quarterly meeting, the dired:ors and adling 
guardians of the poor for that quarter, fhall, on 
notice to be given them by the fecretary, take a 
furvey of the feveral paupers in the houfe ; and 
fuch perfons as appear to be improper objedls, 
fhall (at their own option) either be difcharged 
from the houfe, or allowed only fo much provi- 
fion as they earn ; and that every fuch furvey 
fhall be returned in writing (figned by the 
chairman) to the next quarterly meeting : and aH 
perfons fo difcharged, and not quitting the houfe 
accordingly — or returning without fuch caufe 
as fhall be approved by the weekly committee 
— ihall be immediately fet to hard labour, and

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have nothing allowed for their fupporl and 
maintenance beyond their own earnings. 

LVIII. 

That the committee (hall» every year, caufe a 
new inventory of all the goods and furniture in 
the houfe to be taken, and laid before it on the 
lad Thurfday in June, and (hall then compare 
fuch inventory with that of the preceding yean 

LIX. 

That every quarterly committee of accounts 
fiiall examine into all the accounts of the pre- 
ceding quarter, and (hall prepare them for 
publication, and after they have thoroughly 
examined them, they fhall fet their hands to the 
fame ; and the feparate articles of the incidental 
cxpences, paid by the governor, fhall be entered 
in the quarterly account-book, in the fame 
manner as the bills, &c. and no bills or falaries 
of officers (ball be paid by the treafurer, till a 
printed * order be produced, iigned by the 
chairman of the committee of accounts. 



LX. 

That any fubfcriber to the county hofpital, 
who Ihall fend thither a pauper belonging to any

LXL 

That any fum, not exceeding twelve shil- 
LiNGS^ may be allowed for the burial of any 
poor perfon dying out of the houfe, on applica,- 
tion being made to the next weekly committee, 
or to a magiftrate— on oath, that the deceafed did 
not leave effe<Sls fufficient for defraying funeral 
expences: but that nothing (hall be allowed when 
the perfon is not buried at the fole expence of 
the corporation, and in the ufual manner of fuch 
paupers ; of which the officiating clergyman is 
defired to give a certificate* 

LXIL 

That the direAors and adding guardians will 
enforce the laws againft all offenders, who, by 
begging from door to door, in flreets or high- 
ways, may make themfelves liable as idle difor- 
derly perfons (by 17th Geo. U.)— to be commit- 
ted to the houfe of correction, there to be kept 
to hard labour for the fpace of one month :— and 
will caufe information to be made againfl all 
perfons as liable to the fame penalties, under the 
adt for eflablifhing this corporation, who Ihall 
order, or knowingly fuffer, their children to 
feek a maintenance by begging from door to 
door, in flreets or highways, under the pretence 
of opening gatcs^ or any other whatfoever— fuch 

children 
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children being too young to be legally puniflied 
in their own perfons» 

LXIII. 

That the churchwardens and overfeers of the 
poor, and the furveyors of the highways, of every 
parifh, (hall affift the directors and adiing guar- 
dians in procuring work for, and ih employing, 
labourers out of employ (and capable of working 
on the highways, and elfewhere), for the wages 
they itiay earn, according as fuch churchwardens 
and overfeers may be refpeclively required fo to 
do, by an order of a weekly committee ; and that 
for this purpofe they Ihall, on an order to them 
given by a weekly committee, call a veftry on the 
next Sunday, not only to enquire into the caufe 
of fuch labourers being out of employ— but into 
the bed means of employing them on the high- 
ways, or elfewhere, according to the particular 
feafon of the year, and the ftate and condition of 
the highways; and that the faid churchwardens 
or overfeers of the poor, or one of them, fhall 
make a report to the next weekly committee, 
fubfequent to the faid veftry, of all the proceed- 
ings had in confequence of fuch orders— and in 
particular, how far the furvtyors have obeyed 
the fame, in employing fuch poor on the high- 
ways, or for the ufe thereof — fuch furveyors 
being liable, as parifti officers, to the penalty of 
FIVE POUNDS, for difobcying fuch reafonable 
orders — if the faid labourers become chargeable 
to the guardians of the poor, for want of employ- 
ment. 

LXIV. Thai 
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LXIV. 

That no churchwarden, or overfeer of the 
poor, who may be fent to convey paupers to 
their places of fettlement, or on any other bufi- 
nefs out of the ifle of Wight, on the part of the 
Houfe of Induftry, (hall be allowed more than 
ONE SHILLING for brcakfaft, two shillings 
for dinner, and two shillings for fupper: 
that no more than one parifh officer (hall be paid 
on any fuch buiinefs, unlefs an additional one be* 
ordered under the hand of the chairman of the 
committee, or by the juftice figning the order : 
and that in all removals of paupers to their 
parifhes, the officers fhall go on horfeback, and 
the paupers {hall be conveyed in a cart, and have 
TWO shillings each per day allowed them for 
fupport. 

LXV. 

That the churchwardens, and overfeers of the 
poor, of every parifh, on notice being fent them 
three months before any ballot of children to be 
put apprentices may take place (fpecifying the 
number of apprentices to be bound in the pariffi, 
and the day of balloting), fliall call a veflry, 
within a fortnight after fuch notice, for the pur- 
pofe of nominating proper perfons (as they come 
in rotation, according to the value of lands and 
tenements they occupy in the parifh) to receive 
apprentices; and the faid churchwardens and 
overfeers fliall return to the next weekly com* 

mittee^ 
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mittee, the name or names of every perfon or 
perfons fo nominated at fuch veftry, and acquaint 
every fuch perfon of the return made, and of the 
day fixed for balloting for apprentices at the 
Houfe of Induftry: and that a premium of 
TWENTY SHILLINGS ftiall be paid to every 
apprentice, at the expiration of their refpedtive 
terms—on a certificate of their good behaviour,, 
during the time of their apprenticefliip, being 
produced, and that they have entered into a 
frefh fervice for a year. 

LXVI. 

That the overfeers of the poor (hall pay the 
} average rates into the hands of the treafurer 

\ within SIX DAYS after the time required in the 

J warrant ;r..that all defaulters in this refpedt (hall 

be immediately fummoned, to fhew caufe why 
the penalty incurred by the adt fhould not be 
levied upon them 2— and that notice to this effcA

That in cafes of baftardy, gf^neral bonds of 
indemnity fhall always be required^ where pro-* 
per fecurrtt^s can b^ had ; but where th^ reputed 
father cannot find a fufficient perfon to join with 
him in fach fecurity, he fhall be indulged with 
piacing TVr£NTY founds in the hands of the 
treafui^eri as a depofit, and receive the interefl 
thereof as long as he fhall maintain the .child % 
but, if the fum of twenty pounds cannot be 
obtained, any fum, not lefs than ten pounds^ 
may be received as a collateral fecurity^ at the 
difcretion of the weekly committee, or magiftiiate

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cxprefTed in the receipt, that if the reputed 
father fhall not well and truly perform the con- 
dition of the faid bond, but fhall negleft to pay 
for th^ maintenance of fuch baftard child, for 
three calendar months fucceffively, the money 
thus placed in the treafurer*s hands fhall, from 
thenceforth, be forfeited, and become the fole 
property of the fuid guardians of the poor ; and 
as fuch, be transferable to their general account 
with .the treafurer^ by order of any committee :

That when it fhall be found necefTary to make 
ufe of any part, or the whole, of the fund of okb 
THOUSAND pounds, which has been raifed from 
the favings of the avarage rates, and is vefled 
on bond from the treafurer, to anfwer any 
extraordinary demands the great extent of the 
buildings, and the various articles of furniture, 
may require, beyond what can be fpared for the 
fame, from the average rates in any one year—

LXXI. 

That Rev. Henry Worsley^ L.L.D. Tho- 
mas WoRSLEY, and Daniel Collins^ Efqrs, 
Rev. James Worsley^ and Mr. Thomas 
Cooke, jun. (any three of them to conftitute a 
committee) be empowered to fee that the road^ 
leading from Town^gate to New-bridge, be kept 
in good and fubftantial repair by this corporation^ 
under an agreement, that the parifli of Carif*.

LXXII. 

That the gentlemen who have the management
